The Gastein Conference. 


The recent meeting of the Emperors, 
Wutiiam of Germany, and Francis Jo- 
cePn of Austria, seems to have turned the 
heads of all the sensation newsmongers of 
Europe. Forsome weeks. past the eable | 
has brought us news of all sorts of possible 
and impossible alliances, each of which 
threatens to upset the peace of Europe, 
and to spread the fire of discord over the 
Eastern continent. On onaof the days of 
the preceding week, not less than five 
different and conflicting alliances 
were reported by the Associated Press 
agent in London, whose efforts seem to 
be mainly diretted toward an utter con- 
fusion of European news. On-that day 
we learned, first, that an alliance had been 
formed, without a shadow of a doubt, be- 
tween Austria and Germany; and then 
again that Russia and France had likewise 
entered into an engagement of offen- 
sive and defensive alliance, opposed 
to the first combination. Next 
we were informed that at the solicitation 
of Prince Bremarcx Italy had joined 
hands with Germany, and both had united 
to oppose France, which power was sup- 
posed to be threatening Germany on the 

one hand with vengeance for last year’s de- 
feats, and Italy on the other with a restor- 
ation of the temporal power of the Pope. 
The fourth of these alliances was a more 
powerful combination than the former 
three, being no less than an alliance be- 
tween Russia, Germany, Austria and Italy, 
for the preservation of peace; but it was 
followed immediately .by a report of an 
alliance of Austria, Germany and Russia. 

‘It would be hard to draw any just con- 
clusions from this mass of @onflicting non- 
sense. All these reports are merely the 
rumors started by a set of sensation cor- 
respondents. At best, they are mere con- 
jectures of men whose sources of informa- 
tion are as limited in this regard as our 
own, but who would like to make 
the most of any little occurrence 
that ruffies for the moment the placid 
surface of European politics. Every 
movement of’ Bismarck and his imperial 
master is watched with the same painful 
anxiety that was bestowed in former days 
on the slightest step taken by NAPOLEON 
Ill. Sie transit gloria mundi! We re- 
member distinctly the many hundreds of 
meetings the dethroned Emperor had with 
all the different potentates of Europe, how 
every one of them was watched and com- 
mented upon, and how little or nothing 
came of most of them. 

That the meeting between the two Em- 
perors may have some significance, we do 
not deny, but we are far from attaching to 
it the importance with which it is regarded 
by many, If the meeting was intended to 
bring about any understanding in regard to 
a common attitude of the two countries to- 
ward other powers in Europe, we believe 
that the object is solely the maintenance of 
peace, and we are inclined to think 
that Russia and Italy have joined 
the combination. Not thas we 
think that any definite alliance has 
been formed, and that any formal engage- 
ments have been entered upon, but it 
would not be unreasonable to suppose that 
those powers had come to an understand- 
ing in regard to the maintenance of the 
peace of Europe. The aspect of affairs in 
France isso disquieting, and the popular 
passions there are still in such a state of 
furious excitement, that a néw breach of 
the peace from that side may be feared at 
any day, particularly if a revulsion of pub- 
lic sentiment should take place there— 
something quite common for France—and 
the Communists obtain the upper hand. 
This would place allies of France in the 
heart of every country of Europe, and 
threaten to bring about a general revolu- 
tion. 

Then again, the sole object of the méet- 
ing may be an understanding in regard to 
the religious questions now agitating Ger- 
many. It is known that both govern 
ments Bow pay particular attention to this 
point, and it is not improbable thaf they 
might .bave resolved to pursue a common 
policy in this regard. 

Whatever may have been the upshot of 


re | the meeting, we must wait for: further de- 


velopments before we can consider its real 
importance, if such importance it has.

The 
annavigabie cond.tion of the Kentucky 
river prevents the use of much valuable timber 
on its banks, and it is to be hoped that the slack 

water system will be eventual'y put into appli- 
cation on this stream. The prosperity of Louis- 
ville may be readily perceived when it is known 
that these fine, large, and busy mills, which turn 
out more than 30,000,000 feet of lumber 
annually, have not more than half the capacity 
to supply the demands for building purposes in 
the city of Louisville; and for local trade is all 
this immense capital and combination of energy 
and industry required, There is something like 
a million of dollars invested in them, and some 
of our most worthy and enterprising citizens are 
engaged in the conduct of these few but im- 
portant mills. Employment is directly given to 
more than two hundred and fifty men, and 
indirectly to a much larger number. Notwith- 
standing the iarge amount of lumber turned out 
by them, Louisville used last year about 25,000, - 


000 feet of pine lumber from the Allegheny mills. | 


In regard to the rafta, or fleets, as they are 
called, whieh are floated down with the spring 
freshet, and which add such a romance to our 
Western streams, it may be stated that some 
fleets have reached the city which were valued 
at five thousand dollars, and have contained as 
much as fifty thousand cubic feet of timber, 
which may be worked up into 500,000 feet of 
lumber. These fleets are generally composed of 
the rafts of small proprietors, which are bought 
up and constructed together by speculators and 
large dealers. 

The chute spoken of is rented to these mills at 
about seven hundred dollars yearly, and this 
gives them the use of the island, yclept Towhead, 
the outer shore of which is rented at a remuner- 
ative sum for the use of coal barges, 

The energy displayed by Mr. W. F. Duerson, 
in the erection of an additional saw-mill, on Ful- 
ton street above Cabel, which enters the list for 
the favor of the building public of Louisville, de- 
serves that recognition that is due to all those 
who have the nerve, the experience, the abili- 
ty and the public spirit to invest their 
capital in enterprises which render the 
city independent of foreign aid, gives employ- 
ment to our honest workmen, and adds in every 
way to the prosperity of the city. Let it be 
hoped that the prosperity of the city, on which 
such enterprises depend, mag be ever forward. 
As this mill is excellent in all its appointments, 
it will not be invidious the more that it is the 
latest built, and just in operation, to give ita 
specific description. 

The mill is built on the most modern plan, and 
is pronounced by competent judges to be one of 
the best on the Ohio river, with,a capacity to 
saw from five million to seven million feet of 
lumber per annum. The power of the mill is su- 
perior, a battery of three boilers, 26 feet long, 
40-inch diameter, made by R. W. Ramsey, 
with superior water attachments, made by 
Robert Biggs, Esq., generates the steam to drive 
the entire saw-mill. A large 14 by 24-inch engine, 
made by John B. Davies, of the Washington 
Foundery,on the shaft of which is a large fly and 
band-wheel 10 feet in diameter and Ié-ineh face, 
over which a double belt 15 inches wide drives 
the magnificent circular saw-mill, manufactured 
by Julius Barberoux, which isa distinguishing 
feature of the mill, being one of the 
very best circular saw-mille ever built 
here. The setting on head blocks is done by 
steam power, which greatly facilitates the la- 
borand savestime. The gang is built on the 
most substantial manner, with a 12 by 20-inch 
engine manufactured by Aijnsiie, Cochran 
@ Co., and will saw ahip timber 70 feet in length, 
and canbe converted into either a slab, gang or 
single saw inafewminutes. The engine which 
drives the enti cross-cut, lath, bolting and 
edging saw-mills and log car, was built by Ains- 
lie, Cochran & Co., and is 10-inch cylinder with 
24-inch stroke. 

Water is supplied to the boilers by a 
“Knowles” pump, which can ina few seconds be 
made to answer the purpose of a fire-engine, a 
hose bhelng a'ways attached for that purpose. 
Water can be thrown over and to any part of the 
mill; and, as a further security against fire, an 
attachment can be made to the fire-plug in the 
— water being supplied from the Water- 

Wor 

The foundations for the engines and mill are 
tmili of rook and iron, the engines being secure- 
ly fastens CB Solid stones eighteen feet long 
four feet wide and twéiy< inches thick, while the 
entire mili, the furnace for bu.lcrs, and the 
priccipel machinery are incased with 
gtore and brick wall. The lath department 
of the mill, or that pert which manufac- 
tures the slabs into small material is perfect, 
the use of idle puilies being abandoned by the 
intreduction of MeCormick's celebrated univer- 
gal mactine pulleys. The entire saw-mill is re- 
Heved from saw-dugt by the most improved 
pan of oonveyora. The enterprise of the 
owner is deserving of credit, and the builder, 
Mr. Jno. G@. McCurmick, who is a master me- 
chanic of marked ability, is entitled to praise for 
his management of the enterprise, the design of 
the mill, for its location, perfection of the ma- 
chinery, and ite application. The entire mill is 
the work of Louisville mechanics. 

One of the advantages incident to the situa- 
tion of the saw-mills so convenient in almost ev- 
ery respect, and within the limite of the city, is 
the sale of the saw-dust, which in less favored 
places, remote from a market, is lest. Thus the 
Allegheny river is often almost literally choked 
with the saw-dust emptied into it from the mills 
on its banks. One of the mills of this city ob- 
tained the neat sum of four thousand two hun- 
dred dollars for the sale of its dust last year. 
It is used for packing purposes, for scattering 
upon the floors of saloons, in the coustruction 
Of walks, drives, &c. 


Municipal Reports. 

We are indebted to the ceurtesy of his Honor, 
Mayor Baxter, for a copy of the reports of the 
various departments in the city government for 
the fiscal year ending December 31, 1870, pub- 
shed in a large bound volume of several hun 
dred pages.

, The Auditar’a .renort. appears to be a full and 
eatisfactory statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures for 1870, and is accompanied with 
various tables and statements, which will fur- 
nish the eapitelist and financier with all the in- 
formation he needs to enable him to invest ju- 
ciciously in.city liabilities. 

The report of the City Engineer, General I. M. 
ft. John, is 4 document of very great merit, pre- 
senting in a clear manner the amount of work 
cone by that department during the year on the 
sireets and other public works, together witha 
statement. showing the comparative value and 

cost of various methods of street-paving; a full 
statement of the work on sewers, showing a 
comprehensive appreciation of the city’s needs 
in that very important matter. The report is 
accompanied. with a number of maps and state- 
ments, which, togetbe: with the able views of 
General St. John, rénder’ this report one of the 
most interesting in the volume. 

The reports of the, Chief of the @ire Depart- 
ment, Chief of Police, the Commissioners of Pub- 
lie Charities, .including the Hospital, Work and 
lest-Houses; the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund, the Board of Trustees of the. Public 
Schools, embellished with cuts of some of the 


. school buildings; the Louisville Water Company, 


the House of Refuge—all the reports are full of 
nterest. The volume contains also the ordi- 
nances passed by the Council from the 8th of 
September, 1869, to December 31, 1870, and the 
acts of the Legislature amendatory of the new 
charter. Altcgether the volume is one of deep 
interest, and is gotten up in good style—credit- 
able to the city.
